REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1942 


As in the previous years, we, as Public Health Nurses, 
are stressing our maternal, infant and child health pro- 
gram. The strength of our nation depends upon the health 
of the future generation. 

It is gratifying to note the awakening interest for this 
program in your town. This interest was made manifest 
by the annual appropriation. 

In planning for this year it is well to remember that due 
to the travel restrictions, lack of medical facilities, and the 
widespread areas, our program will need the cooperation of 
each and every person. In this way we will accomplish the 
many things which need to be done. Let’s all work to- 
gether! 

Since July, 18 visits have been made to your town with 
75 visits made to homes. These included visits to expectant 
mothers, infants and preschool children. The advisability 
of regular medical supervision, the principles of good nutri- 
tion, and the need for immunization against smallpox and 
diphtheria were interpreted to each family. The mothers 
_ were given an opportunity to discuss their other problems 
with the nurse. 

The schools have been visited and, with the cooperation 
of the town and school officials 127 children were vaccin- 
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ated against smallpox and 100 were immunized against 
diphtheria. 

Tuberculosis follow-up visits were made in the homes to 
teach the family how to care for the patients, to stress the 
need of x-rays and sanatorium care when indicated. 

The Crippled Children and Pediatric Clinic Services, 
under the auspices of the State Bureau of Health are avail- 
able to any child needing their service. 

This year it is hoped that we can organize a Health Com- 
mittee, made up of interested mothers, representative mem- 
bers from local organizations, town and school officials. 
This Committee would work closely with your nurse for the 
benefit of the community. 

In closing, may I thank you for your splendid cooperation 
this year and ask for your support and approval for the 
coming year?

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Sidney: 


I herewith submit a report of the condition and progress 
of the schools for the fiscal year ending February 10, 1943. 


INSTRUCTION. Several changes have occurred in the 
teaching staff during the past year. In each case we have 
been able to secure the services of teachers with training 
and experience. This has been a fortunate condition for 
there are schools in the state that have already been closed 
for lack of teachers. The teacher situation in the state is 
critical and the prospects for the coming year are not en- 
couraging. This situation is due to the manpower demands 
of the war and the low wages paid to teachers in compari- 
son with other occupations. Proposals are being submitted 
to the Legislature for increased state aid to towns to enable 
them to retain and employ competent teachers. It is un- 
certain at this time what action will be taken but it is vitally 
necessary that state aid be restored to its former level if 
the schools are to remain open and a satisfactory standard 
-of instruction provided. 


ORGANIZATION. The policy of maintaining a lower e. 
grade school and an upper grade school on each of the three ~ 


main roads which was started last year on the Middle Road 
has been extended to the River and Pond Roads with equally 
as~g0od results. The number of grades per teacher has 
been reduced and the traditional one-room rural school with 
eight or nine grades is a thing of the past. This arrange- 
ment is advantageous in securing teachers and affords bet- 
ter educational opportunities for all pupils. 


REPAIRS. The program of improving the buildings and 
making them suitable and comfortable has been continued. 
Storm windows have been purchased for some schools and 
general repairs made as needed. It is recommended that 
work along this line be continued during the coming year. 


FINANCE. The budget for the coming year represents 
an increase of $1,000 in the School Fund Account and a de- 
crease of $200 in the Repairs Account, or a net increase of 
$800. While we have experienced some increased costs in 
operation, the increase is mainly due to the fact that Sidney 
did not have a sufficiently high school tax rate to receive 
Equalization Aid for the coming year. In order to share in 
the distribution of the Equalization Fund, a town must have 
a school tax rate equal to or above the state average. The 
average for the state last year was .01402 and Sidney’s 


~~ 
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rate was .01400. Prior to this year Sidney has received 
Equalization amounting to $1,000 to $2,000 and as this is 
not available an increased appropriation is the only alterna- 
tive.

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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 
1943 


To W. W. Cowan, Constable of the Town of Sidney, in the 
County of Kennebec, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Sidney qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble 
at the Town Hall in said town, on Monday, the 8th day of 
March, A. D. 1943, at 9 o’clock in the forenoon, to act on 
the following articles, to wit: 

Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Art. 2. To choose by ballots the following Town Officers 
for the ensuing year in accordance with Sections 38 to 52 
of Chapter 5 of the Revised Statutes of Maine (19380) and 
all acts amendatory thereof and additional thereto, to wit: 
Town Clerk, three Selectmen, who shall serve as Assessors 
and Overseers of the Poor, Treasurer, Road Commissioner, 
and one member of School Committee to serve for three 
years. 

The polls or ballot box for receiving ballots for the above 
mentioned officers shall be opened at 9.30 A. M. and shall be 
closed at 2.30 P. M. | 


Art. 3. To choose a Collector of Taxes. 


Art. 4. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for making and repairing highways 
and bridges and determine in what manner it shall be ex- 
pended. 


Art. 5. To see what sum the Town will raise and appro- 
priate for State Aid road construction in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways 
and bridges under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, 
Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of Chap- 
ter 218, Public Laws of 1941. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money and what sum, for Patrol: Maintenance of 
State and State Aid Highways under the provisions of Sec- 
tions 9 and 18 of Chapter 28 of Revised Statutes of 1930. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $352.00 for the maintenance of the Im- 
proved Sections of Third Class Roads or to be used in con- 
junction with the apportionment for the construction of 
Third Class Roads according to provisions of Section 5 of 
Chapter 175, Public Laws of 1933.

Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money and how much for destroying Brown 
Tail Moth, in accordance with Sections 8 to 10, Chapter 43, 
of the Revised Statutes (1930). 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money and how much for the care of the 
Unimproved Sections of each of the State Aid Roads. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for Cutting and Burning Bushes on 
the Improved Sections of the State Aid Roads. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to expend in 1943 
the Special Road Appropriations raised in 1942 which still 
remain unused, namely: 

Eight Rod Road—Waterville line south. 

Hallett Road—East of Middle Road. 

Mills Road. 

Quaker Road—North Section. 

Quaker Road—South of Residence of C. O. Davis. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money and how much to continue gravel- 
ing the Hallett Road east of the Middle Road. 


Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money and how much for graveling the 
Dinsmore Road. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of 
money and how much for the Civilian Defense Program. 


Art. 32. To choose a Budget Committee for 1944.
